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IW. Prosiilont, the ufhnis'sion of Kansas into 
tlio Union, wiibout fui'lhur delay, soonis to tno 
cquiilly iii;c.o.-=sary, just, and wise. In recorded 
ilL-liitleri, 1 liavo already aiilicipalcd llic argu- 
ments for ihirf conclusion. 

In coininfi; forward among the political astrol- 
ogers, ii siiall be. an error of judgment, and not 
of di.-i[)Ositio:i, if my interprotalion of the fever- 
ish (Ireanu; which are disturbing tho country 
shall tend to t'uinent, rather than to allay, llie 
uiuional o.xciieraent. I shall say nothing unne- 
cessarily of [leisons, because, in our system, tho 
{iiiblic welfare and happiness., depend . chiefly on 
iiistiiutioii.?, and very little on men. 1 shall 
idhule but briefly to incidental topics, because 
they are ephemeral, and because, even in the 
midst of appeals to [lassion and prejudice, it is 
always safe to submit solid truth to the delib- 
(.•riite consitlcraliou of an honest and enlightened 
people. 

li will bo an overflowing source of shame, as 
well as of sorrow, it we, thirty millions — Huro- 
pei'.ns by extinction, Americans by birth or dis- 
cipline, and (Jhrlstians in faith, and meaning to 
bo such in practice — cannot so combine prudence 
with humatiity, in our conduct concerning the 
one disturbing subject of slavery, as not only to 
preserve; our unequalled institutions of freedom, 
hill also to enjoy their bonelits wiih couteutnieut 
ami harmony. 

Wherever a gulltle£.s .slave esiat.s, be he Cau- 
Crti^ian, Ameiiciin, Mnlay, or African, he is ihe 
subject of two distinct and opposite ideas — one 
thill he is v.Tor.gly, the other that he is rightly, 
a slave. 'J'he balance of numbers on cither side, 
however groat, never completely extingnishL-s 
this diUerence of opinion, for there are always 
souu! defend'TS of slavery outside, even if there 
nrt none inside, of a free State, while also tii'.'re 
lire always outside, if there arc not inside, of 
every slave ytrite, many who assert, v. ilh Milton, 
tliiit •'no jnaii who knows ftught can be so stu- 
pid to deny tliat all men naturally were born 
free, l.>eing ihe isnage and resemblance of God 
himself, and were by privilege above all the 
creatures, Uorii lo command, ami not to obey.'' 
It often, jieiliiips generally, happens, hou-ever, 
th.'il in considering the subject of slavery, society 
seems lo ijveiiouk the natural right or personal 
interest of the slave himeelf, and to act exclu- 
sively lor the welfare of the citizen. IJut this 
fad does not tnaierially fttloct ultimate results, 
for the ele'uent-ary iiuestion of the rightfulness 
or wrongl'ulness of slavery inheres in every form 
that di.-cussioti concerning it a.'sumes. What is 
Ju?l to Oiw. class of men can never be injurious 
vo any other; and what is unjust to any condi- 
tion of pfr.-ous iu a Stale, is necessarily injuri- 
011?, in some degree, to the v/hole community. 
.•\n economical (|uestion eorly arises out of tlie 
subject of slavery — labor, cither of freemen or of 
slaves, is ihe cariiinal necessity of society. Some 
Slates choose the one kind, some the other, 
lleuce two municipal systems, widely dilTerent, 
arise. Tlie slave Slate strikes down and affects 



to extinguish the personality of tho laborer, not 
only as a member of the political body, but also 
as a parent, hu.sbaud, child, neighbor, or friend, 
lie tluis becomes, iu a political view, merely 
j.roj.ierty, without moral capacity, and withowi; 
domestic, moral, aud social relaiion.s, duties, 
rights, and remedies — a chattel, an object of 
bargain, sale, gift, inheritance, or theft. Ilia 
earnings are compens.i.ted and his wrongs 
atoned, not to himiolf, but to his owner. The 
State protects not the slave as a man, but the 
capital of another man, which he represents. 
On the other hand, llic State which rejects sla- 
, very encourages aud animates and invigorates 
tho laborer by maintaining and developing his 
natural personality iu ail the rights and fdcul- 
' lies of manhood, and generally with the privi- 
. leges of citizenshii). la the one ease, eapitul 
invested iu slaves become:; a great political 
■force; while in the other, labor, thus elevated 
and enfranchised, becomes the. dominaling ])olil- 
, ical }iov.er. it thus happens that we may, for 
! convenienco sake, and not inaccurately, call 
, slave States capital Slates, and tree Stales labor 
; Slates. 

So soon as iv State feels the im[uilses of com- 
, raerce, or enterjjrlse, or ambiiion, its citizens 
begin fo study the (fleets of these .systems ol" 
I ciipital and labor rftspectirely on its inteilinence, 
ils virtue, 11."^ lran(|uiHily, its integrity or tuuty, 
its defence, ii-i prosperity, its liiieny, ils liappi- 
. ness, aggrandixement, aud its f.»nie. In other 
worils, the great ([Ue:ilion arises, whether fl^very 
is a moral, social, and political good, or a moral, 
social, and political evil. This is the slavery 
4ue.^lion at hoiue. l!ul there is a mutual bond 
of amity and brotherhood between man and ina[\ 
' ihrouglioat the v.-cnld. Nations e.\amine freely 
; the poliucal sysums of L'i\ h other, and oi all 
l)receding liuie->, aud ac(;ordinglv as they aji- 
prove or disapprove of the two systems of capi- 
, tal and labor respectively, they sauelion and 
, prosecute, or condemn and proliibit, coiniuerce 
■ in men. Thu.-, iu one way or in another, the 
: slavery question, v,-hich so many anu>ug us, who 
are more willing lo rule than patient in study- 
, ing the conditions of society, think is a merely 
' accidental or uunecessary (piestion, that inij^jht 
aud ought to be settled antl dismissed at once, 
is, on the contrary, a world-wide and enduring 
subject of political consideration and civil nd- 
mtuistralion. .Men, states, and nations, enter- 
i tain it, not voluntarily, but because the progress 
of society continually brings it into iheir way. 
[ They divide upon it, nol jierversely, but because, 
owing to dill'ereuccs of con.slitution, condition, 
or circumsliuices, they cannot agree. 

The l'ai.herri of the llepublic encountered it. 
' They even adjusted it so that it might have 
given us niucli loss than our present di.-rpiiel, 
had not circumstances afterwards occurred 
which they, wise as ihey were, had not clearly 
foreseen. .\Uhough ihey had inhtrited, yet they 
generally couueniued, ih.'' practice oi slavery, and. 
i hoped for ils discoutiauance. They expressed

Nuveniioh ii, iMiuvoiiladly prcseiiiccl itse4t' in 
their consultaiinns on a Ijunil of Federal Union. 
Tlie new Govcrnmeni wa.s t,o be a representative 
one. Slavv',5 were eapiial in sonse States, in 
others capitul h.aii no inves'.tnenis in labor. 
Should ihosc slaves be represented us capital or 
as person.-?, laxi'd as eajdial or as per.sonn, 
or shouhl they not be represented or taxed 
at all? The fathers di.~a,i;reed, debated long, 
and compromised at laiil. Each tStaKj, they 
determined, i^i)all liavi; two Senators in Con- 
gress. Three- iilvhs of the slaves shall be (d.se- 
whero n'[)icr(-nt.od atid lie taxed as persons. 
What shou tj be. done if the shivo should eseapti 
into a labor State V Sljonld that Slate eonfess 
him to be a chattel, and re.storo him as such, or 
might it regard him as a person, and harbor and 
prolecL hisn as a man? They compromised 
again, and decided tlial no person held to labor 
or service in one Stale by tlie laws thereof, 
cseaping in»'.i anollier, shall, by any law or regu- 
lation of lirat Stale, be discharged from such 
labor or service, but ."hall be delivered upon claim 
to the pers^ou lo whom smdi labor or service 
shall bo due. 

Free laborers wouh] immigrate, and slaves 
miglvl be imjiurted itilo the Stales. Tiie fathers 
agreed tiiai Dongtt'Ss may establish uuit'orm laws 
of naturiUi'/.ilioii, and it tnigi)t prohifiit the im- 
portation of pcrsoiis after 1803. Commntdlies 
in the Sotiiliwesl, tletaciicd from tlie Southern 
Slates, were grov/itig np in the practice of 
slavery', to be capita! States. New Stales woul-1 
.soon grow ui* in tiie Northwest, xvliile as yet 
capital stood, aloof, and labor had not lifted the 
ii.ve lo begin there its cnrlless bni lieneiicent task. 
The fathers aulhori/.i-d (Jongress to make all 
needful rules and regulations concerning the 
management and disposition of lh;j pal)lic lands, 
and to admit new Stales. So the Uoustitulion, 
^vhile it docs not disturb or atlect the system of 
capital in alaves, exis'ing in any Slate under iis 
laws 



linn of slavery consequent on the incroaseil o.or,- 
sum[)ti(.)n of cotton, and the ^^\tension of the 
national domain across the M ississippi, and thosG 
occurred hijfore \62\). The vSiate of lionisiana 
formed on a slaveholding French seitlemcitt, 
wiilun the newly-iicijuired Louisianian Terrilorv, 
had then alreaily been admitted into tlie Uiiiori. 
There ycl remaitiod, however, a vast region which 
included Arkansas tind Missouri, together with 
the then unoccupied and even unnamed Kansas 
and Nebraska. Arkansas, a slaveholding cora- 
mnnity, was nearly ready to apply, and .Missouri, 
another such Territory, was actually applying 
for admission into the Federal Union. Tlietx- 
istiiig Ofvpital States secottded these applications, 
and claimed tliat the whole Louisiiiniaii Terri- 
tory was rightfully open to slavery, and to tlie 
organization of future slave States. The hibor 
Stales maintaiued that Congress had supreme 
legislative jjower within the domain, and could 
and ought to exclude slavery there. The ques- 
lioii thus opened was one which related not at uU 
to slavery iu the existing ctiidtal States. It was 
purely and simply a national question, whether 
he cNiiTiition interest of Iho whole Republic re- 
quired that Arkansas, Missoitri, Kansas, and Ne- 
braska, should become capital Stales, with all the 
(!vils a\id dangers of slavery, or be labor Slates, 
with all Ihe security, benetits, atid blessings, of 
frecdonj. On the decision was snsptMtded the 
(piosiion, !i5 was thought, whether ultitnalely the 
interior of this new continent should be an asy- 
hnn for the oppressed and the exile, coming year 
ai'teryear and age after age; voluntarily from every 
olher civilized land, as v,'tjll iu; for ihi; children it 
mi.-;fortune»in our own, or "•v'nother, tnroogh the 
renewal of the Atricaa sla,ve trade, thost; magnili- 
C 'o.t and luxuriant re;.'ioiv.- should be surrendereil 
to ihe control ..d'i'.a]iilal, wringing out Ih.e fruits of 
the earth through the impoverishing toil of negro 
slaves. That quest ion ot 1820 was identically the 
question of 18G0, so far as princijile, and even the 
lieid of its application, was concerned. Mvcry ele- 
menl of the controversy now present entered it 
then ; the rightfulness or the wrongiiilness of sla- 
very ; its elVects, present and future ; the constitu- 
tional authority of Cotigress ; the claiujs of the 
States, and of their citi/.ens ; the nature of the 
: Federal Union, whether it is a comjiact between

This disposition 
of the wliob.> subject was in harmony with the 
condition of society, and in the main with the 
spirit of the ai:e. The seven Northern Stales 
eonlenledly became labor States by their own 
acts. The six Soulhci n Stales, with e(pial iratt- 
quillily uiul by their own delermiuaiion, remain- 
ed capita.l SiHtes. 

The circumstances which the fathers did not 
clearly foresee were two, namely : the reinvigora-

That the eupital States do not pracli- 
cally (list injiuish between legitimate anti eon-iii- 
tuiii.aial resistance to the extension of shivery in 
tilt; common Territories of the Union, anil uueon- 
SiiUiiional acrgres.Mon against shivery esiubliabed 
by local la.c\s in the caintal States. 

The early politieal parties were organ'i/.cd 
v.-ilhout reference to shivery. 15ut since LS'iO, 
Ki:ruj.'ean ([iu;-tions have let'i us practically un- 
concerned. There lias been a great increiise of 
invention, mining, nuinnfaetnre, and cultivation. 
tSioam on land and on water has ouickened eouj- 
nicrce. 'fhe press aud the telegraph have at- 
tained prodigious activity, and the social inter- 
course between the States and their citi/en.S' h.as 
boon iuHueasurably inerea-scal ; and cons-equently, 
their tnulual relations alTecting slavs'ry have 
bc.rai, for many years, subjects of earneM and of- 
ten exeif<'(i (iisenssion. Jt is in my way only to 
show how such dis-putes have oporated on the 
course of ])olitical events — not to reojjen them 
i''.r nrgnnicul licre. There was a slave ins 'r- 
rcclion in \'irginia. Virginia, and Kentucky de- 
i-'at,od, and 1a) the great sorrow ot the free SiaK s, 
rcjia'.K'd il'.e system of voluntary labor. The 
Culoni/alion Society was establhshed with much 
f:vvor in tlse capital t"itates. lananciiialion soci- 
L'li'js arose in the free Slates. South Carolina 
iimitnted proceedings to nullify obno.viou.s Feil- 
cnil revenue, laws. The capital States complain- 
od of eouris and Legislatures in the labor States 
for interpreting the constitutional provision lor 
tlu! surrender i»f fngiiives from service so as to 
trcal tliern as persons, and not p'operty, and 
iliey discrimimtted against colored i>orson,'i of 
i|u; labor States, when they came to the capita! 
^^tatea. They deuied, in Congress, the riglit of 
I'dilion, and embarrassed or <lenied frccdon-i of 
(iebate on the subject of slavery. Presses, which 
uiideriuok the delenee of the labor system in the 
capital States, were suppressed by violence: and 
oven in the labor States, public assemblies, con- 
^'cned to consider slavery questions, were dis- 
I'C-rsed by mob.s sympathiz.iog with the capital 
^States. 

The Whirr party, being generally an opposition 
piirty, praciieed some forbearance toward the 
iiilu-eHi of labor. The Democratic i)arty, not 
without ile:.".onstralions of dissent, was generally 
i'^'iiud r.usiaining the policy of capital. A dispo- 
Hiior. tuwards the removifl of slavery from ihc 
lin'ictice ol' the national Ca])itol apjteared in the 
I'.ciriet, of Cohuuljia. Mr. Van Bureu, a i.')emo- 
i.";U;c IbeHii.lent, launched a prospective veto 
'■■?:unst the anticipated measure. A Democraiic 
t'ungress hrouglu Texas into the Un.ion, siipula- 
fiug practically for its fuf.ire reorganization in 
■'uur [^lave Slates, Mexico was incensed. War 
tnsued. The labor States asked that the Me.xi- 
Ohu law of liberty, which covered the Territories 
nought in liy the treaty of peace, nught renmin 
itid be confirmed. The Democraiic party re- 



fused. The Missouri debate of 1S"20 recnvrtd 
now, under circi;in>!.iinces of beat and excite- 
ment, in relation to these coiniuests. The de- 
fenders of laf)or to'.ik i'.larm lest, I he number of 
new capital Slates iiiight become so great aa to 
ennbde that class of Slules to dictate ihe whole 
policy af the (lovernmetit ; and in earic of cou- 
slitutional resistaiice, then to form it new shive,- 
b'dding cord'cderacy around the Unlf of Mexico. 
Hy this time the eii[iital Slates se--ined (o have 
become tl.Ked in a determinaticni thiit Ihe Federal 
Covernnient, and even tlie hibor States, should 
recoguhse- their sbives, though outside of the 
?lave States and wiihin ihe Teriiior'ea of tho 
IJiuled Stiites, a.s priip-erly of which the master 
could not be in any v»-ay or by any authority 
divested; and the lalior Slates, having become 
now more essentially Deniocratic tlian ever be- 
if:\X', by reason of the great di'velopment of free 
labor, more firmly than e\ er in,iisted on the con- 
stitutional dociruie that slaves v(dnntarily car- 
ried by their me-.sters into the c(jmnn;/n Territo- 
ries, or into labor Stai.es, arc persons, men. 

Under the auspiviloiis influences of a Whig 
success, California and New ?tK-Aic,o appeared 
before Congress as labor States, The capital 
Stiites refused to consent to iheir admisslou into 
the bbuon ; and again ihreals of disunion car- 
ried terror and cotisternarion ihroughout the 
land. Another compromi^se was ma/le. Specific 
enactments admitteil Ca!il'orni;i as a ln.bor Slate, 
:ind remanded New ^!exu:o and Utah to remain 
Tei'ritories, with the right to dioose freedom or 
slavery when ripeneil inio Slates, while they 
trave new rentedies for th.e recai-.tion of fugilivis 
from service, an'l abolished the open slave mar- 
ket in the L.>isti'ict of Columbia. These new erj- 
actnients, collate 1 with Ihe existing statutes, 
ne.niely, the oidinance of 1TH7, the Missouri [iro- 
hibitory law of 1,"'J0, and liie articles of Te.xas 
annexation, disjiosed by law of the subject of 
.(-lasery in all the TcrriioricL; of the United States. 
And so the C(nnj)romi,-:e ol Iri.'iO '.Viis pronounced 
a. full, iinal, ab.solute, arid comp.ndiensive settle- 
ment of all exi^ting and ail possil)le disputes 
concerning slavery under the Federal authority. 
The two great parties, fearl'ul Ibr tlie Ujtion, 
.-trm.'k hand.s in n);iking urid in presenting this 
as an adjnstnu'ut. never afterwards to 'oe open- 
(.'d, di.stnrijed, or (;ven ([ue,?! ioned, and the people 
accepted it by mfjoritic-s unk:iovv'n before. The 
new Fresident, chosen over an illuslriitus rival, 
unequivocally on the ground of greiiter abiility, 
even if not nno'O reliable {.unpose, to maintain 
the new treaty inviolate, made haste to justify thi;^ 
expectation when Congress ii.sscmbled. Ilesaid:

Hardly, however, hud these inspiring soond.3 
died away, throughout a r-ussured and delight- 
ed land, l)efore the national repu:-e was shocked 
again; shocked, indeed. a.s il hud never before 
; been, and smitten this lime bv a l;luw froui tho 



very hand thai had just released the chorda of 
the' national iiarp from their utterance of that 
exalted symphony ot peace. 

Kansas and Nebraska, the lonp-devoted reser- 
vation ot'hxbor and freedom, saved in the agony 
of national fear iu 1.820, and saved again in iho 
panic of ISnO, were now to bo opened by Con- 
gress, that llie never-ending eoursu of sei;;d-liiiu! 
and harvest might begin. The slavu capiialisis 
of Missouri, from ilieir own well-assured homes 
on tlie eastern banks ol" their noble river, looked 
down upon and coveted the feriile prairies of 
Kansas; while a eudden terror ran through all 
the capital Slates, when they saw a seeming 
certainty that at last a new lalior State would 
be built on tlndr western border, inevitiihly 
friiught, as they said, with a near or remote ab- 
olition of shivery. What eouUl be dene ? Con- 
gress could hardly be expected to iniervene di- 
rectly for iheir safety so soon after the coni[)ro- 
mise of 1850. The labor hive of the free l-itates 
was distant, the way new, unknown, and not 
without perils. Missouri was near and watchful, 
and held the keys of the gates of Kansas. She 
might sei/-e the new ;ind smiling Territory by 
surprise, if only Congress would remove the bar- 
rier established iu 1820, Tlie conjuncture was 
favorable. Clay and Webster, tlie distinguished 
citi/iCns whose unquestionable devotion to tlH.- 
Union was mauifcsted by their ac(|uiescence in 
the campromise of 1850, had gone dovvu already 
into their honored gruvos. The labor States had 
dismissed many of their representatives here for 
too great fidelity lo freedom, and too great dis- 
trust of the efficacy of that new bond of peace, 
and had replaced them with partisans who were 
only timid, but not unwilling. The iXunocratic 
President and Conijiress hesitated, !)ut not

They revised the last great eomprouus; 
found, with delighted surprise, that it was so I'ar 
from confirnung the law of freedom ol' 1820, that, 
on' the other liand, it exactly provided lor the 
abrogation of that venerated sliitute; n;t,y, that 
the coiupromise itself actually killed t.luj spirit of 
the Missouri law, iiiid duvolvod on Congress tlie 



duty of removing the lifeless letter from the na- 
tional code. Tiie deed was dune. The new 
enactment not only repealed the .Missouri pro- 
hibition of slavory, but it pronou;!ci,!d thy [leuple 
of Kansas and Ncliruska perfecily free to fstab- 
lish freedom or slavery, and pledged Congress to 
admit them in duo time as States, either of cap- 
ital or of labor, into the Utiioa. The Whig rep- 
resentatives of the capital States, iu an hour of 
Btrange bewilderment, concurred ; and the Whig 
party instantly went down, never lo rise aguiii. 
Democrats seceded, and stood aloof ; the country 
was confounded; and, amid the perplexities ol 
the hour, a llepui)licau party was seen gatlicring 
itself together with much earnestness, but wilh 
little show of organization, to rescue, if it were 
not now too late, the cause of freedom and labcjr, 
so unexpectedly and grievously iuiperilled in the 
Territories of the United States. 

1 will not linger over the sequel. The popular 
sovereigt\iy of Kansas proved to be the State 
sovereignty of .Missouri, not only in the persons 
of the rulers, but even in the let'.er of an arbi- 
trary atui cruel code. The perfect freedom 
proved to bo a hateful and intolerable bondage. 
From IHf'n to lSi.!0, Kansa.-^, sustained and eii- 
courageil oidy liy the Uepubliran party, has been 



glOvS, which have taxed all her virtue, wisdom, 
moderation, energies, and resources, and often M 
even her physical strength antl martini e.ourngo, | 
to s.ave herself from being betrayed into ilio 
Union as a slave State. MebrasKa, though 
choosing freeilom,i3, throtigh the direct exercise 
of the Executive power, overriding her own will, 
lield as a slave Territory; and New .Mexico has 
relapsed voluntarily into the practice of slavery, 
from which she hail redeemed hersell' v.-hile slie 
yet remained a part of the Mexican Repu!)iic. 
Meantime, the Democratic partly, iidvancing from 
the grouiul of popular sovereignty as far :ia thai 
ground is from the ordinance of 1787, now 
stands on the position that both Territorial 
Governments and Congress are incomiietent to 
legislate against slavery in the Territories, while 
they arc not only competent, but are obliged, 
when it is necessary, to legislate I'or its [)rotec- 
tion there. 

In this new and extreme j)osition the Demo- 
cratic party now masks itsell behind the battery 
of ihe Supreme Court, as if it were i)ossibly a 
true construction of the Constitution, that the 
power of deciding practically forever between 
freedom and slavery in a portion of the coniiuenl 
far exceeding all that is yet organized, should be 
renotinced by Congres.-^, which aione possesses 
any legislative authority, and should be assumed 
and exercised by a court which can only take 
cognizance of the great question collatm-ally, in 
a private action between individuals, and which 
a(;lion the Constituiiuri will not suilVr the court 
to entertain, if it involves twuty dollars of 
uu)ney, without the overruling intervention of !i 
jury of twelve good and lawl'ul men of the 
neighborhood where the litigation arises. Tlio 
i»de[ieutlent, ever-renewed, ftnd ever-recurring 
representative Parliament, Diet, Congress, or 
Legislature, is the one chief, paramouiit, essfu- 
tial, imlispensa}.)le institution in a Kepublic. 
Rveu liberty, guarantied l)y organic hiw, yet if 
it be held by other tenuni ihiui the guardian 
care of such a representative po[)ular iissembly, 
is but precariously uiainhiined, wi:ile slavery, 
enforced by an irrespousilile judiciiil t i ibunal, is 
the completest possible development of desjioiisni. 

Mr. President, did ever the annals of any Cov- 
ernuient show a more rapid or more com}ilete 
departure from the wisdom and virtue of its 
founders? Did ever the Covernn.'enl of a greal 
emjiire, founded on the rights of human labor, 
slide away so fast and so far, and moor itself ?o 
tenaciously on the basis of capital, and thiU 
cai)iial ir.'/ested in laboring men V Did ever 
free ref)resentali ve Legislature, iuvi-sted wilh 
powers so great, aiul with the guardianship of 
rights so im[)Ortant, of trusts so sacred, of in- 
terests so precious, and of ho[^es at once so no- 
ble and so conqirehensive, surrender and re- 
nounce them all so unnecessarily, so unwisely, 
so fatally, atid so ingloriously V It'll be true, ii= 
every instinct of our nalure and every precept of 
[)Oliiical experience teaches \is, that

Citizens of tho tJniteil States, in the epirit of 
this policy, subverted the frtse Republic of Nio 
ariMjriiH, !Uid opened it to slavery and the African 
shivc trade, and hold it in that condition, waiting 
nnni'xation to ibw United States, until its sovcr- 
fii^niy was restored by a combination of sister 
]l imblics exposed to the Game danger, and nppre- 
bfUsivo of siiuilar subversion. Other citi.z,ens re- 
ojic-ncd tlie foreign elavc trade in violation of our 
liiws and troiitiee ; and, after a suspension of that 
flKuneful irnliic for iifty years, savngo Africans 
tiivve iKti'ix once more landed ou our shores and 
distributed, unreclaimed and with impuniiiy, 
imiong our ]diuiti'.tions. 

Fur this policy, so far as tho Govcmraont has 
sauctiotiod it, the Democratic party avows itself 
responsible. Evkjrywbero complaint against it is 
denounced, and its opponents proscribed. When 
Kiuisas was writhing under the wounds of incip- 1 
ieut, servile wjir, because of her resistance, the ! 
Democratic press deridingly said, " let her bleed."' i 
Ollicial integrity has been cause, for rebuke and j 
punishment, wben it resisted frauds designwl to | 
promoto the extension of slavery. Throughout ■ 
the v.'hole llepublic, there is not one Ivuowu dis- ! 
senier front that policy rctxiaining in ph^ce, if 
within reach of the Exccntivo arm. Nor over 
tuc face of the whole world is there to be found ! 
one representative of our country who is not an 
ajiologist of tho extension of slavery. 

It. is in America th.at these things have hap- | 
[icned. In tiio nineteenth century, the era of the ! 
world's greatest progress, and while all nations ! 
but ourselves have been either abridging or al- ! 
togttiicr sujiprcssing commerce in men; at the j 
vory moment when tho llussian serf is emanci- j 
paled, and the Georgian captive, the Nubian i 
prisoner, and the Aby-ssinian savnge, .are lifted ■ 
up to freedom by the successor of Mohammed, ! 
Tlio world, prepossessed in our behalf by our | 
eiuiy devotion to the rights of human nature, as \ 
no nation over before engaged its respect and 
syinpathies, asivs, in wonder and amazement, 
what all this demoralization means? It he.s an 
excuse bettor than the world can imagine, better 
than we are generally conscious of ourselves, a ; 
virtuous excuse. Wo have loved not freedom so ! 
much less, but tho Union of our country so mm:h j 
moi'Q. ^Ve have been made to believe, from time i 
to time, tliat, in a crisis, both of those precious | 
institutions could not be saved together, and j 
thereibre we have, from time to time, surrender- i 
ed safeguards of freedom to propitiate tho loyally j 
of ca[)ital, and stay its hands from doing violence j 
to tlie Union. The true state of the case, however, 1 
ought not to be a mystery to ourselves. Prescience, ! 
iiuieeii,is not given to statesmen; but we are wiih- j 
out excuse when we fail to apprehend the logic of j 
current events. Let parties, or the Government, I 
choose or do what they miiy, the people of the Uni- 
t.-d Suites do notprcfer the wealtiiof the few to the 
liberty of the many, ctipltal to labor, African slaves 
to svhiie i'reenien, in the national Territories and ' 
to future States. That question has never been 
diitinclly recognised or acted on by them. The 
ltiy,,ublican party embodies tho popular protest 
and reaction against u policy which has been i 
fi!3tcned upon the niition by surprise, and whicli i 
il5 reason and conscience, concurring v.'itli the 
reason and conscience of mankind, condemn. 

Tiie choice of th"^, nation is now between the 
neinocratic party and the Uepublican party. Its j 
principles and policy are, therefore, justly and j 
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even necesaarily examined, f know of only one- 
policy which it has adopted or avowed, niimely: 
tho saving of the Territories of the United States, 
if possible, by constitutional and lawful means, 
from being homes for slavery and judygamy. 
Who, that considers where this natitni exists, of 
whiU. riices it is composed, in what age. of the 
world it acts its ])art on the puhlio stnge, and 
what aro its predominant institutions, custom^, 
! habits, and sentiments, doubts tlnit the T^epubli- 
I can party can and will, if unwaveringly faithful 
' to that policy, and just and loyal in all beside, 
carry it into triumphal success? To doubt id 
to be uncertain whether civilisation can improve 
or Christianity save mankind. 

I inay perhapr, infer, from the necei-'sity of tho 
case, that it will, in all courts and places, stand 
by the freedonti of speech atad of the j^ress, and. 
the constitutional rights of freemen everywhere; 
that it will favor the sjieedy improvement of the 
public domain by homestead laws, and will en- 
cour.'igc mining, manufacture, and internal com- 
merce, with needful connections between tho 
Atlantic and Pacific States — for all these are im- 
portant interests of freedom. For all the rest, 
the natiotial emergencies, not individual infiu- 
ences, must determine, as society goes on, tho 
j)olioy and character of the Ue})ublican party. 
Already bearing its part in legislation and hi 
treaties, it feels tho necessity of being ])ractical 
in its care of the national health and liie, while 
it leaves metiiphysical speculation to those whose 
duty it is to cultivate the enitobling science of 
political philosophy. 

Ii'ist in the midst of thi^^" subjects, or, rather, 
before fully re.iching then io Itepuiilican party 
encounters, unexpectedly ^ <unv and ])otential 
issue — one prior and theicfiu-e paramount to all 
others, one of national life and death, dust as 
if so much had not been already conceded ; nay, 
just as if nothing at all had ever been conceded, 
to the interest of cajiital invested in men, we 
hear menaces of disunion, louder, more distinct, 
more emphatic than ever, with the condition an- 
nex'Hl, that they shall 1)6 executed the moment 
th'ita ii<-'[)iiblican Administration, though consti- 
tutfonally elect^tal, shall assume the tJovernnient. 

1 do not certainly know that the ])eople are 
prepared to call such an Administratiou to power. 
I ktiow oidy, that through a succes.'idon of Hoods 
which never greatly excite, and. obbs udiich never 
entirely discourage mo, the volume of llepublic- 
anism rises continually iiigher and higher. They 
are probably wise, v.diose apprebeiision.s admonish 
them that it is already strong enough lor olTect. 

Hitherto the Uepublican i)arty has been eon- 
tent with one self-interrogatory — how many 
votes can it cast? These threats enforce nn- 
other — has it determination enough to cast them? 
This latter question touches its spirit and j)ridc. 
I am quite sure, however, that as it has hitherto 
practiced self-denial in so many oilier foruiy, it 
will in this emergency lay aside iil! impatience 
of temper, together with all ambition, and v.-ill 
consider these extraordinary declamations seri- 
ously aiul Avith a just moderation, k v.'ould be 
a waste of words to demonstrate that^ they am 
unconstitutional, and equally idle to show that 
the respousildlity for disunion, attempted or ef- 
fected, must rest not with those ^vho in the ex- 
ercise of constitutional authority maintain the 
Government, but with those v.dio unconstitution- 
ally engage in the mad work of subverting it.

You accuse the Kepublicaii party of ulterior , 
and scen t designs.

Who is the conjurer, and 
Vr'herc arc the hidden springs by which he can 
control its uncongregated and widely-di.<)persed 
ratksses, and direct them to objects unseen and ] 
purposes unavowed ? But what are these hidden 
purposes ? Vou name only one. That one is !

Throu;jfb<jut the wido 
world, where is the Stat.^ where class and caslo 
are so utterly extinguished a$ tltey are in each 
and every ouc of them? Let tlie Kiiropean iin< 
migrant., who avoids the African m if his skin 
exhaled contagion, answer. You find him a!< 
ways in the Stale where labor is ever free. Did 
Waihingiun, Jetl'erson, and l.lenry, when they 
implored you to relinquish your systcKi, and lu- 
cept the one we have adopted, proi>ose to sink 
you down to the level of the Atrican, ^r waa it 
their desire to exalt all white men to a common 
political elevation? 

Uat we do not seek to force, or even to intrude, 
eur .system on you. We are e.\cludod jrislly, 
wisely, and contentedly, frorn all political power 
and responsibility in your capital States ? You 
are sovereign on the aut jecl of slavery within 
your own borders, as we are on the same s«bj».'ct 
within our borders. It is well and widely so ur* 
ranged. Use your authority to maintain what 
system you please. We are not distrustful of 
the result. We have wisely, as we tiiiuk, exor- 
ci.^ed ours to protect and perfect the manhood of 
the members of the Slate. Tlie wholo sover- 
eignty upon doraestic concerns wiihiu the Union 
is divided between us by unmistakable bounda- 
ries. Vou have your fifteen distinct parts; we 
eighteen parts, equally distinct. Mach must be 
maintained in order that the wliole may be pre- 
served. If ours shall be assailed, within or 
witiiout, by any enemy, or for any cause, and 
we shall have wed, we shall expect you to de- 
fend it. if yours shall bo so assailed, in the 
emergency, no matter what the cause or the 
pretext, oV who the foe, we shall defend your 
sovereignty as the equivalent of our own. We 
cannot, indeed, accept your system of capital or 
its ethics. That would be to surrender and 
8iibv»rt our own, which we esteem to be belter, 
liesides, if we could, what need for any division 
into States at all? Vou are equally at liberty 
to reject our system and its ethics, and to main- 
tain the superiority of your own by all the forces 
of persuasion and argument. We must, indec J, 
mutually discuss both systems. All thu world 
discusses all systems. Es|tecially must we dis- 
cuss them, since we have to decide as a nation 
w hich of the two we ought to engraft on tlia 
new and future Slates growing up in the great 
public domain. Discussion, then, being una- 
voidable, what couM be more wise than to con- 
duct it with mutual toleruioa and lu a fraternal 
spirit ? 

Vou complain that Republicans discourse too 
boldly and directly, when they express w(ih con- 
fidence their belief that the system of laNor wHI, 
in the en»l, be universally accepted by the capital 
States, acting for themselves, and in contuiinity 
with their own Constitutions, while tiiey sanc- 
tion too unreservedly books designed to advo- 
cate emancipation, lint surely yuu can hardly 
expect ti»e Kderal Government or the political 
parties of the nation to maintiiin a censorship of 
the press or of debate. The theory of our sys- 
tem is, that error .of opinion may iu all cases
